NEW YORK, Jan, 26 —The 
World 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Henry Labaucher, of London, 
" I do 
not believe in war 
When people say 
was is inevitable, it is precisely the mo- 
ment when there is little fear of its 
breaking out. 
Even supposing Ger- 
many were to call upon France to disarm, 
she would reply that she asked nothing 
better were Germany to do the same. 
The result, therefore, of the demand 
would be that some sort of a modus vU 
vandi would be established. 
The diffi- 
culty of disarmament, however, is that 
Germany has to be in a position to hold 
her against France and Russia com- 
bined. 
The result would therefore lead 
Germany to making a great effort to set- 
tle the eastern question and this once 
settle, Austria, Russia, Germany and 
France would possibly agree to a gen- 
eral plan of disarmament, for their evist- 
ing armaments are positively raining 
them."

DON'T TOT IT. 


Receiver Cooley, of the Wabash, Be- 
fases to Take Charge of the 
Eel Biver Division. 


Receiver Cooley, of the Wabash sya- 
tem, east of the Mississippi river, haa 
received a tender of the control of the 
Eel River railri^. between Detroit and 
Butler, Ind., from Messrs. Humphreys 
and Tutt, receivers of the system west of 
the river. The tender was in the shape 
of a letter from Colonel Blodgett, their 
solicitor, and waa accompanied by an or- 
der of the St. Louis court. 
The applica- 
tion for instructions made by the re- 
ceivers to the court was also a part of the 
correspondence. 
The order of the St. 
LDuis court is to the effect that in order 
to avoid all conflict of jarisdiction, U'e 
petitioners shall tender 
to 
Receiver 
Cooley the possession of the Eel River 
road, subj ct to the liens, incumV^rancea 
and obligations now existing upon it, in 
oaae of the refusal of Receiver Cooley to 
continue the operation of the road in 
connestioa with the Detroit and Butler 
road until further orders. 


After having folly 
considered the 
above propositions, Judge Cooley sent 
the following communication to Messrs. 
Humphreys and Tutt, declining the ten- 
der in these words: 
" I do not think it 
for the interest of the trust I now repre- 
sent that I accept the tender and I must 
therefore decline it." Judge Cooley be- 
ing asked why it was desirable that he 
should assume control of the road in 
question, replied that he thoaght it ex- 
tremely doubtful whether the Eel River 
road by itself could earn enough to pay 
expenses and keep itself in shape.
